Sherman was unanimously chosen as 
the temporary presiding officer of the 
state convention. 

Calls Reosevelt:.a “Welcher.” 

“The question that determination on 
the floor of the convention is equivalent 
to bolting a nomination. This is 
known as political welching, and had 
Mr. Roosevelt defeated Mr. Sherman 
in the state committee that would 
have been the end of that controversy. 
Mr. Roosevelt has not acted as Mr. 
Sherman would have done in question- 
ing the unanimous action of the com- 
mittee. They are equal ‘before the 
party. Mr. Roosevelt has no superior 
rights as a man than any other man. 

“Secondly, the real contest at Sara- 
toga will be in the committee on reso- 
lutions.

dren, a boy, aged 7 years, and tw? 


murdered late this afternoon at Byers, 
a small town about twelve miles from 
thi§ place. Suspicion points to a board- 
er who has disappeared, but who th<« 
police offcials are making a desperate 
effort to locate, 

The husband and father was the first 
to discover the crime. While on his 
way home from the plumbage mines, 
where he is employed, Zoos saw the 
body of his 77-year-old son lying in 
the bushes alongside the roadway. 
Upon investigation he found that _the 
child had been terribly beaten about 
the head and was unconscious. 

Terrible Sight for Father. 

The distracted father took the child 
in his arms and rusned to his home, 
a short distance away. Here a ter- 
rible sight met his gaze. Lying on 
the floor of the little kitchen were the 
bodies of his two little girls and his 
wife, the latter still breathing, but 
with her brains oozing from a great 
fracture of the skull. 

The almost frantic father rushed 
from the house and gave the alarm. 
A phsician was quickly summoned, but 
a glance told that there was no hope 
for the wife. 

Attention was then turned to the 
wounded ‘boy. He was placed in an 
automobile and a quick run was or- 
dered for the Phoenixville hospital, a 
distance of 8 miles. But, just as the 
automobile was in sight of the hos- 
pital, the little fellow breathed his 
last. 

For Purpose of Robbery. 

It was evident that the murderer 
had gone to the Zoos’ home for the 
purpose of robbery and the fact that 
the three persons in the dwelling were 
disposed of by the brutal burglar 
would seem to bear out the theory of 
the police that the robber was famil- 
iar with the Zooses and murdered the 
family upon being recognized, 

At the time the woman and the lit- 
tle girl were murdered, the boy was 
at school. It is supposed he met the 
Slayer of his two sisters and mother 
when a short distance from home and 
the murderer, knowing that the child 
would recognize him and give a clew 
to the authorities, he placed the lit- 


tle fellow in such a condition that he 
could not he of any assistance to the 
police officials. 

The weapon used by the murderer 
was an ax, the pole of which was cov- 
ered with blood and brains from the 


mother and children. 

The house had been ransacked and

WE MUST KEEP OUR RECORD CLEAR. 


Elsewhere we reproduce a characteristically strong editorial 
from The Macon Telegraph; in which Editor Pendleton combats 
the newly advanced contention that minorities have no rights ex- 
cept to humbly submit to majorities. 

So far as Georgia is Concerned at this particular time, there is 
nothing alarming in the sitnation,:and the discussion is without 
significance. The people’ have spoken in the primary and they 
must abide its result. ’ 

But when the-question becomes one of boldly indorsing the 
principle of Cannonism as founded on the doctrine that the minor-; 
ity has no rights—then it is time to call a halt. 

Never at any time in the history of popular. government has! 
there been advanced any principle rhore vicious, untenable or un-| 
democratic than that the minority has. no rights that the majority 
must respect. 

That reasoning is simply the essence of the political despotism 
with which Cannon ruled in the house.- Its sweeping national repu- 
diation is behind the continuous conquests of the insurgents every- 
where, the disintegration of the Taft administration and the almost 
certain rejection of the party that has lorded it over the nation since 
the civil war: It is what led to the downfall of Patterson in 
Tennessee. , 

Cannonism in the nation was not quite as excessive as the kind 
that some men are now openly extolling in Georgia—as, for in- 
stance, the views of Mr. Snelson.

ING, due largely to the vigilance, the fearlessness and the persist- 
ence of minorities in congress and on the hustings. 

Indeed, the proposition is so utterly un-American and unpar- 
liamentary as to almost defy patient discussion. In a government 
where the minority of today often becomes the majority of tomor- 
row, the argument that rts immemorial functions should be practi- 
cally paralyzed is reactionary to the point hardly pressed in dark- 
est Russia. : 

The Constitution, however, entertains ‘no fear that the menace 
here outlined will be soon reenacted in Georgia. The people of 
the state are too wide-awake. They are reading the signs of the 
times, here and throughout the nation, with too keen and discrim- 
They are, daily, realizing their rights, 
whether ‘of minority or majority, with gteater clearness.

“It seems not unlikely that light 
transforming reflectors may be applied 
to the enrichment of many light 
sources which are now in common use, 
but which, in their present condition, 
are lacking in certain rays necessary 
to be introduced in order to make these 
lights thoroughly acceptable.”’ 

The adaptation of the fluorescent re- 
flector is the invention of Peter Cooper 
Howitt, a grandson of Peter Cooper, 
and son of the former mavor of Mew 
York, Abram Hewitt. Through this 
invention it is believed that the use of 
the mercury-vapor lamp, the economy 
and healthful features of which are 
aiready conceded, will rapidly extend 
into places hitherto denied to it. 

The mercury-vapor lamp had wide 
use in the composing rooms and press 
rooms of nearly every great dally 
newspaper in the country, in photo- 
graph galleries, in telegraph operating 
rooms and in postoffices.

MUST SOLVE “PROBLEM” 


—C. JS. Barrett 


Union City, Ga, September 20.— 
(Special.)——President C. §. Barrett, of 
the Farmers’ Union, has given out a 
statement in which he declares the 
solution of the vexed ‘rural problem” 
in the hands of each individual 
farmer. ., 


The Statement. 
The statement -follows: 


“To the Officers and Members of the 
Farmers’ Union—I have pointed out 
upon several recent occasions that the 
organized farmer is facing the most 
progressive era in Ameérican history, 
and that the keynotes of this era were 
to be those of business methods an4 
of genuine cooperation. 

“There is but one way to hasten and 
make national the benefits of that step 
forward—and that is in every farmer 


in America, whether jor not he is affil-, 


iated with the Farmers’ Union, con- 
stituting himself a missionary for the 
improvement of conditions in his own 
locality. 

“The soundest thinkers in Arnmerica 
are agreed that the rural problem is 
the gréatest one today facing the coun- 
try, and that upon its proper solution 
must depend largely the safeguarding 
of prosperity and of advancement. 

“Each farm in America presents a 
rural problem today. Every farmer 
in America, whether the lord of 1,00U 
acres or the poorest ‘cropper’ in the 
southern states, must be an individual 
solver of that problkem as it applies to 
himself and to his friends and his fam- 
lies. 

Depends on Farmer. 

“For, though the national govern~ 
ment and philanthropists and conscien- 
tious publicists may spend millions in 
an effort to improve conditions in the 
country districts, thelr united efforts 
will be futik unless the individual 
farmer goes about the work of better- 
ment as though he were responsible 
for the whole job. 

“Let that creed be adopted as a na- 
tional slogan, and the next ten years 
will see rural America offering lessons 
and models in prosperity and living 
conditions to every nation under the 
sun. 

‘To promote this end, it is indispen- 
sable that every farmer should make 
up his mind to the fact, and act upon 
it, that he is his brother’s keeper. 

“First, look about improving the liot 
of your own family, for betterment, 
like charity, always begins at home. 
Then when you have adopted such 
methods as will make your land return 
a maximum of its products, when you 
have introduced science instead of 
guess work, and given the squarest 
sort of deal in recreation, education, 
refinement: and social pleasures to your 
wife and children, you can turn to and 


help your neighbor with his burden. 

“Don’t get too easily out of patience 
with the man next door whom you 
may think is a quarrelsome, conten- 
tious follow. Bear with him, maybe 
his pessimism and sour looks are due 
to conditions you can help to remove. 
Anyway don’t forget that every 
growler in a community, every knocker 
or back-biter, is standing in the way of 
progress not only for himself, but for} 
yourself, your wife and your family. 

“So g0uU might as well go over and 
have a talk with this neighbor who 
may be contentious, take him to churecn 
with you, take him to the lodge, and 
if he doesn’t affiliate with either, try 
to induce him to join one, or both. 

Pays te Be Sociable. 

“It pays in the long run, not only in 
the way of sociability increased, but 
of productivity increased, for the 
farmer who is congenial with his sur- 
roundings is the farmer who is work- 
ing like a horse for the genera] ad- 
vancement. 

“The force of example is one of the 
mightiest influences for progress 'n 
civilization. If you make eae success of 
your business and of your life it will 
be an incentive to your neighbor to ae 
likew ise. 

“If you insist upon more and better 
schools, mone and better roads, mor-~ 
and better social facilities anda socia! 
organizations, an increasing of the 
rural free delivery service, more ware- 
houses for the storing of your cotton, 
more cooperative farmers’ enterprises 
of every nature, and do your share in 
getting them, others will be led to 
follow the same program. 

“If you see that only competent and 
faithful officials are chosen to adminis- 
ter the. public business of your com- 
munity you will be building an addi- 
tion to the superstructure of genera! 
advancement, 

Set Up With Him. 

“Tf you willl send newspapers anu 
books to your indolent or indifferent 
neighbor, or what is better, visit him 
frequently and talk him out of his 
indifference, you will be adding to your 
own bank account, as well as his, and 
in addttion discharging your first 
duties as a citizen and a Christian, 
“These things I have outlined may 

a trifle difficult for you to under- 
if ‘you have been going along on 
that progress takes care 
of itself and that you have no per- 
sonal responsibility in the premises. 

“But I promise that only as every 
farmer in America views the solution 
of the little problem at his door as a 
part of his own business, will the coun- 
try population of this country reach 
those improved conditions upon which 
the highest destiny of this nation de- 
pends.

Tragedy in Office. 

The tragedy occurred shortly before 
12:30 o'clock Tuesday afternoon in 
Dr. Sewell’s office at 106%. Whitehall 
Street. 

Dr. Sewel] and Cox were the only 
persons in the room ..- the time. W. A. 
left Dr. 
Sewell only a few seconds and met Cox 
coming in the office. 

As Shore was walking down the 
Stairs, two shots rang out in quick 
Succession. Rushing back up the stairs 
and in company with six. physicians, 
who have offices on the same floor, 
they found Dr. Sewell lying dead on 
the floor of his operating room, his feet 
almost in the entrance. ; 

Lying prostrate on the floor beyond 
Dr. Sewell, with his feet pointing to 
the physician's body and his head 
under an operating table, was the pa- 
tient, Cox, blood spouting from a hole 
in his head. 

Two Empty Shells.

The first person to reach the room 
of the tragedy were Dr. E. C. Kenny, 
dentist, in an adjoining office. and 
his father, P. J..

Gramling, Mr. Shore, W. T. Morris, 
private secretary te the chief of po- 


lice, and G. C. Edmondson, a barber of 
5 East Mitchell street. 
Shot From Behind. 

From every indication given by the 
position of Dr. Sewell’s body, Cox shot 
him down from behind while Dr. Sew- 
éll was closing mis operating room 
door preparatory to attending him, 
without a wor’ having passed between 
them, 

The bullet entered Dr. Sewell’s head 
back of the left ear and lodged in the 
brain. He fell backward on his left 
side, his feet extended toward the 
door which he had succeeded in only 
half closing., 

Fifteen seconds after Dr. Sewell} fell, 
Cox turned the revolver against the 
side of his head back of the ear and 
fired. He reeled backward, his head 
crashing through a glass shelf of the 
operating table that stood in the cen- 
ter of the roojn. 

Cox Is Ordered Held. 

Acting as coroner for Paul Donehoo, 
who is out of the city, Justice of the 
Peace Edgar H. Orr empanneled a jury 
at 56 o'clock in the afternoon in the 
undertaking parlors of Greenberg, 
Bond & Bloomfield, and an inquest was 
held over the body of Dr. Sewell. The 
jury returned a verdict recommending 
that Cox be held for investigation by 
the grand jury. 

The men who reached the room 
after the shooting were the only wit- 
nesses who testified, and to all of 
these Cox was a stranger. 

The chief witness was Dr. Gramling, 
who testified that Cox had been un- 
der treatment of Dr. Sewell for 
chronic prostatic trouble for severa! 
weeks past. He said Dr. Sewel! had 
not been well recently and that he 
had once assisted in treating Cox and 
knew the case. He said that Cox had 
been treated for the same trouble a 
year ago by Dr. Sewell. The physi- 
cian's ledger showed that Cox had 
balanced up his account with Dr. 
Sewell. 

Family ef Sewell, 

Dr. Sewell was a native of Carroll- 
ton, Ga., and had been twice married. 
His six children were by the first 
union and are: Dr. Eldredge Sewell, 
dentist, who is now at Savannah, Ga.; 
Roy Sewell, attached to the Atlanta 
postoffice; two young daughters, 
Misses Jennie and Irene Sewell, the 
former a member of the Girls’ High 
school, and twin sons, George and Van 
Sewell. His widow was formerly Miss 
Ammye Robinson, of Carrollton. A 
brother and two sisters survive him. 
The brother, V. D. Sewell, of Jackson- 
ville, is at present in New York, while 
his two sisters are Mrs. Hull Copeland 
of Whitesburg, Ga. amd Mrs. Lula 
Roberts, or near Villa Rica, Ga. He 
resided at 151 Richafdson street.

INCOME JUCCLED 
TO HIDE EARNINGS 


Is Charge Made Against 
the Railroads. 


Attorneys for Shippers Put 
Searching Questions to IIli- 
nois Central Officials in Re- 
gard to Manipulation of the 
Road’s Income. 


Chicago, September 20.—Alleged man- 
ipulation -of. a railroad’s income to 
cover up earnings and te compound 
its income was inquired into today by 
attorneys for western shippers of of- 
ficers of the Illinois Central railroad 
before the interstate commerce com- 
mission in the rate-hearing now in 
progress. Opinions on the propriety of 
disposition of earnings were given by 
Vice President and General Manager | 
W. L. Park. 

Mr. Park had told the commission he 
though a proper rate to be charged 
for freight transportation was one 
which rendered a fair return for serv- 
ice to the shipper, and which, after 


jaying a reasonable dividend on the 


capital stock, paid fixed charges and 
operating and maintenance expenses, 
and would also give the company a 
yearly surplus of six or seven millions, 
“to make the investment attractive 
with money, and to give the company 
a credit.” 

» What to Do With Surplus. 

“And what yould you do with this 
surplus, just hold?” inquired Attorney 
John H. Atwood, of Kansas City, Mo., 
representing the general shippers’ 


committee, 

“No,” was the reply. “TI would use 
it for bettering the road. For in- 
stance, I would devote a part of it to 


Atwood, “when 
that depot was built, you would con- 
sider it a part of the actual property 
of the company, and a proper subject 

additional capitalization, would 
you?’ 

“Of course,” was the answer. 

“Then, when you had later capital- 
ized. you would say you ought to be 
entitled to a reasonable dividend upon 
that capitalization?’ 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Then, the simple fact is, you think 
you ought to be entitled to charge 
shippers enough to bring in suffi- 
cient earnings so that you can devote 
a part to new capitalization and then 
get a big return on it in the shape of 
dividends, do you? Is that your idea 
of what constitutes a ‘fair tariff’ for 
the shippers?”

“Railroad Iutuition.” 


Manager Parks introduced a new 
term: in .railroad ‘nomenclature—"“rall- 
road intuition.” He had been asked 
by Commissioner Clements on what he 
based his opinion that the present 
physical valuation of the road was far 
in excess of its $285,000,000 capitaliza- 
tion. 

“Why, T haven’t any exact data from 
which to determine the physical valua- 
tion.” said Major Parks; “I depend 
upon what I might call railroad intui- 
tion—yes, that’s it, railroad intuition. 
You see a man can’t do nothing for 
thirty-five years but ride over rail- 
roads, compare property values and 
buv new lines. without gaining an in- 
tuitive value appreciation. I couldn’t 
name any definite figure, but it ig 
much higher than the capitalization.” 

Chief Engineer Baldwin commented 
on the effect of wage increases on la- 
bor. He said: 

“In ten years we have raised cer- 
tain workmen’s pay 25 centa a day, and 
as a result we are getting less return 
for our money. This is particularly 
true with the negro. The more money 
he gets, the less efficient he is from 
our standpoint. It is a safe rule to 
say that increased wages means less 
labor efficiency.”

ie Better Spot Demand, Steadi- 
ness at Liverpool and Cover- 
ing F actors in Advance. 


New York, September 20.—The cot- 
ton market recovered most of yester- 
day's loss during today’s trading on 
reports of a better spot demand, stead- 
iness at Liverpool, covering by recent 
Sellers and a moderate demand from 
trade interests. The close was steady 
at a net advance of 9@13 points. The 
Market opened steady at an advance 
ef 6 points, in response to relatively 
Steady cables and private advices from 
Liverpool reporting steadier southern 
offerings and a more or less general 
confidencw that Manchester iabor dis- 
putes would be adjusted before Octo- 
ber 1, the date settled upon for the 
lockout. Early weather advices were 
favorable, but reports from the south 
tended to confirm the Liverpool ad-. 
vices of steady southern spot offer- 
ings, and after the opening there was 
considerable covering by shorts who 
Were evidently disappointed that the 
increasing movement was not leading 
to a rapid decline in southern spot val- 
ues.

STEPS MAY SOON BE TAKEN 
TO IMPROVE THE WEST SIDE 


Since attention has recently been di- 
recteq to the condition on the west 
side of the city, it is believed that some 
very decided steps will soon be taken 
to make public improvements in that 
section of Atlanta. 

When the plan to build a viaduct 
from Alabama street to the west side 
was first taken up it was stated that 
the scheme would benefit a section of 
the city that had been paying taxes 


‘ever since Atlanta was incorporated, 


and yet had very few streets graded 


or paved. 

Many years ago when Atlanta first 
became a growing city it was thought 
by many wise heads that the west side 
would become the best residence part 
of the future Atlanta and many per- 
sons bought real estate in ‘here and 
built homes. For some reason tbe 
necessary public improvements did not 
come and the west side soon became 
noted for bad streets and no side- 
walks. 

Attractive Home Section. 

There is no part of the city that is 
more attractive for homes than the 
west side. It is located on a high hill, 
well drained and is free from any 
sewer bottoms or other drawbacks, 
All it needs and has needed for many 
years is more money spent on the 
streets. 

The west side is about to come into 
its own, if push and determination and 
concert of actionis worth anything in 


a city. The West Side Improvement 
Club has been organized and is tiow 
ready to make a fight for such civic 
betterments to which it is entitled. 

The building of the Alabama street 
viaduct would in a great measure re- 
lieve the west side, but until it is done 
there are streets that can be graded 
and paved, sewers and water pipe that 
can be laid and arc lights that can be 
installed. 

As a well-known Atlanta real estate 
man said: “Atlanta is growing too fast 
and real estate values are too high for 
a section near the business center to 
stagnate because of a lack of street 
improvements. The time has come for 
the city government to wake up and 
realize that what is known as the 
west side is now almost in the busy 
central district and the streets in that 
locality must be taken care of. The 
Alabama street viaduct should be built 
as soon as possibile, but in the mean- 
time the west side must have good 
streets, sewers and water.” 

It is agreed by ‘the city engineer, 
the commissioner of public works and 
all other city officials who are at aii 
posted that the west side is a dis- 
grace to any city; that there are block 
after block of residences that front on 
mud holes; and that on many of these 
homes taxes have been paid for forty 
or fifty years.

nor and Forces Pro- 
gressive Platform. 


) Trenton, N. J., September 20.—Vivian 


M. Lewis was nominated for governor 
on the first ballot at today’s republi- 
can state convention. For a while 
there were rumors that he would re- 
fuse to be a candidate because of &@ 
conflict over the platform. 

Mr. Lewis received nearly 700 votes 
as against 300 votes that were cast 
for the other three aspirants for the 
nomination. These three aspirants 


| were President Joseph Frelinghuysen, 


of the state senate; Prosecutor Pierre

The convention -was notable princi- 
pally for the fight over the platform. 

A sub-committee of the state com- 
mittee last night prepared a draft of 
a platform in which rate making pow- 
er was not indorsed. Mr. Lewis ob- 
jected to this and stood out for a 
specific declaration for rate making 
power. Notwithstanding this, the state 
committee this morning agreed upon 
the platform substantially as drafted 
last night by the sub-committee con- 
sisting of United States Senator Keane, 
Congressman John Gardner and State 
Senator W. W. Akler, all pronounced 
“stand patters.”’ 

The fight was then carried into the 
convention’s committee on resolutions 
and Mr. Lewis’ friends on that commit- 
tee, reinforced by George L. Record, 
the leader of the New Idea Republi- 
cans, won out and put into the plat- 
form rate making authority in which 
power is specifically conferred upon 
the public utilities commission. 

The fight over the rate making pow- 
er was a vigorous and at times a bit- 
ter one. The “stand patters” stood out 
unbendingly for a declaration which

COTTON GINNERS 
SCORE A VICTORY 


They Won’t Have to Pay 
High Duty on 
“Patches.” 


New York, September 20.—Domestic 
cotton ginners have won an importan*t 
victory here in the board of United 
States general appraisers, which has 
just decided that so-called “patches” 
for covering cotton are not subject to 
the high rate of duty recently exacted 
by the treasury department. The board 
also denies the contention of the gov- 
ernment. that the stenciling of a sin- 
gle name or word On cotton bales con- 
stitutes “printing” within the meaning 
of the latter word as used in the tariff 
acts. 

The merchandise involved in the test 
case consists of jute bagging, 30 by 34 
inches In dimension imported for use 
in patches to cover holes in cotton 
bales produced by sampling the cotton. 

The collector of customs at New Or- 
leans returned the merchandise for 
duty at the rate of 45 per cent as 
“woven fabrics of vegetable fiber.”” The 
importers’ claim was for duty at six- 
tenths of 1 cent per square yard as 
bagging. This cgntention the board 
sustains, the New Orleans collector be- 
ing reversed. 

The collector contended that the 
merchandise was taken’ out of the pro- 
visions claimed by the importerg on 
the ground that the patches # were 
“printed,” although the printing con- 
sisted of but a single word on each 
patch. The board holds that the sten- 
ciling is only for identification.

IN UNITED KINGDOM 


Decrease of Drunk- 
enness in Great 
Britain.

Washington, September 20,—Sobriety 
is in the ascendency in England, Ire- 
land, Scotland and Wales, and licensed 
public houses are decreasing in num- 
ber, according to statistics communl- 
cated to this government by Consul 
General John L. Griffiths, of London. 
The decrease of drunkenness is at- 
tributed primarily to two causes; one, 
the increase in the price of whisky, 
and the other, the organization of so- 
cial clubs where persons may drink 
without frequenting licensed premises. 

In England and Wales in 1908 con- 
victions for drunkenness aggregated 
187.803, while in 1909 the total was 
169,518, adecrease of nearly one- 
tenth. . The decrease in Scotland 
amounted to 27 per cent, while in Ire- 
land the percentage decrease from 1908 
was 18 per cent.
